Of course, I differentiate between 
their dissent os a faction and 
Moshe Shamir's unacceptable 
language towards Begin." 

Finally, Shilansky does not 
think that his party chairman has 
been influenced by Moshe 
Dayan's super-pragmatiam. “I've 
been close to Begin for years. Iun- 
derstand how he thinks, We've 
been through a lot of hard times 
together. I grasp the fact that 
Begin cannot — because of his 
position — explain some of his 
thinking. Without even seeking his 
permission, I think I am at liberty 
to surmise that his fidelity to our 
{deas remains unchanged. I am 
convinced that he continues to 
train his sights on the traditional 
targets of our movement, His 
strategy remains the same, 
though his tactica may have 
changed. If those good people who 
so hotly oppose him now would 
grasp his train of thought, then 

they would not act and speak as 
they do." 


YIGAL COHEN-ORGAD has not 
had second thoughts about his 
negative vote. Ho told Israel T'V 
on the Friday before the debate 
that he would oppose the govern- 
mont, and all the published facts 
since then have — he regrets — 
only confirmed his views. 

“1 believe that the Camp David 
proposals accelerated a process of 
inexorable confrontation with the 
U.8.,"" he told The Post. “Such a 
process was already emerging, 
but following these agreements 
we will find ourselves in an even 
more untenable position." 

He then repeated the opening 
sentence of his Knesset apeech: ‘I 
do hope and pray that my 
arguments will be proven wrong. 
But the facts as they stand sup- 
port my position.” 

Cohen-Orgad perceives four 
groups that support the 
proposals: the Israeli Left, by 
which he means people like Yossi 
Sarid and Meir Pa'il, which sees 
in them the basis for a Palestinian 


state; the U.S. State Department, © 


which regards them as providing 
a good chance to implement the 
recommendationa of the 
Brookings Report; President 
Sadat and other "moderate" Arab 
leaders, who consider the accords 
as part of the Rabat summit 
design that authorized them to 
regain their land from Israel by 
any means available; and certain 
elements in hia own party who 
desire peace and quiet at any 
price. _ ‘ 

“They don't dare ask 
themselves whether it will really 
work out. They only wish to avoid 
the discomfort of a clash with the 
-U.S. and go they ignore the writing 


on the wall," he said. “Until this 
moment there hag not been any 
evidence anywhere that Sadat ja 
inclined to make a separate 
agreoment,"' he added, noting 
that Hussein talks ail the time of 
America's “full partnership" in 
resolving the fate of the Weat 
Bank. 

The Herut Knesset member 
acknowledges that Begin is 
profoundly sincere in his belict 
that these proposata will enable 
Israel, “with a minimum of fric- 
tion,”" to consolidate {ts rule In 
Judea and Samaria. However, to 
his sceptical mind the proposals 
contain a time-bomb that will ex- 
plode when 15.868] finds herself in 
a distinctly disadvantageous posi- 
tion. 

As far as he ia concerned the 
“writing on the wall’’ was describ- 
ed tn masterly fashion by T'V- 
radia correspondent Eli Niasan in 
a broadcast from Washington. 
“Nigsaan reported that the White 
House and the State Department 
regard the Camp David proposals 
as a major atep towards the 
application of the Brookings 
Institute Report," he recalled, 
relating that when he mentioned 
this to a colleague in the Likud, 
the latter reproved him: ''What 
are you doing? Ruining my lunch 
for me?" 


COHEN-ORGAD believes that 
quite soon Israel will be subjected 
to incessant pressures from 
Washington to implement the 
Camp David proposats ''in the 
spirit of the correspondence 
between Carter and Sadat on 
Jerusalem and ‘the legitimate 
rights of the Palestinian people.’ 
When that time comes people Ilke 
myself will find themselves rally- 
ing round Pramler Begin in order 
to resiat the pressures. I am con- 
vinced that all parte of the Likud 
will join forces to back up the 
prime minister, and that includes 
those who voted against or 
abstained last week,” 

No, he does not believe that the 
proposals as they stand will lead 
to peace. Mainly because peace 
could never be based on the Arab 
conclusion that they can extract 
concessions with American 
pressure. 

“If they discern that their 
pressure on the U.S. is effective, 
they"! have no reason — tactical 
or strategic — to reduce it. They 
will only stop once they see that 
the [sraell people can stand up to 
American pressures in their 
search for peace," he sald. 

Asked to comment on Haim 
Kaufman's charge that part of the 
dissenters’ motivation was tied to 
the impending party elections, 
Cohen-Orgad lost some of his com- 
posure, He related that prior to 
the Knesset vote, when a govern- 
ment supporter sought to win him 
over, he had replied; 'With all my 
desire to be in your good bocks, 
what matters for me [8 what I will 
tell my son about the vote in five 
or 10 years‘ time." 

Kaufman's remark, he felt, 
“veduces our discussion to the 
level of haggling Instead of plac: 
ing it in its proper perspective as 
an immensely important national 
debate. There is one major Inter- 
nal political issue, and it is a most 
painful matter, namely the need 
to collide with the party chairman 
and prime minister, whose 
sincerity stands beyond doubt or 
reproach,". 


QUESTIONED on the intention of 
the leadership to tackle Geula 


. Cohen and Shmuel! Katz at’ the 


party executive level, Cohen- 
Orgad pointed out that in Herut 
each executive forum had a dis- 
tinctive ‘function, The central 


committee had a political function 
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and formulated policy. 
Membership discipline issues 
were always referred to the party 
membership court of honour, 
while the party executive manag: 
ed the party organization. "1 trust 
no one plans to convert the ex- 
ecutive into a quickle court,"’ he 
sald tartly. 

What did he expect of the cen- 
tral committee? That forum 
would be convened when the 
premier thought it wise to do so, 
and Cohen-Orgad feared that 
events would develop more quick- 
ly than many people reallzed. 
U.S.-Arab pressure would not let 
up, and more central committee 
members would perceive the 
situation into which Israel had 
moved. He wag sure that the ma- 
jority would cack the premier in 
challenging a concerted U.S.- 
Arab hid to force Israel ta make 
unpalatable concesalons. 

We discussed the influence of 
realism on mysticiam in Herut's 
deliberations. Cohen-Orgad seca 
himself as ‘a realist obliged to 
confront short-sighted petit 
hourgeois caught up In the myati- 
que of instant peace. They want 
peace here and now Hike my 
children want toys right away." 

How did he react to Deputy 
Defence Minister Mordechai 
Zipori's argument that Israel had 
to bow to U.8. demands because 
no one wanted to lower thetr living 
standards by losing U.S. aid and 
arms? 

"Tf Israel had the kind of 
leadership that would present us 
with the real alternatives, I 
fervently beileve our people would 
be willing to cut their living atan- 
dards. Israel is perfectly capable 
of coping and our economy can 
take it. In recent yeara the 
Americans never ‘contemplated 
cutting aid so as not to accustom 
ua to making do with less, I do ex- 
pect this kind of leadership from 
Begin," he said. 


FOCUSING on the implications of 
top party men abstaining from the 
vote, Cohen-Orgad confirmed that 
Herut 1s in erlais. tt fs ἃ tactical 
crisis, he said, because in contrast 
to the previous crises that beset 
the party (around Shmuel Tamir 
and Ezer Weizman), it is not tled 
to personal {asues. 

Moat of those who voted against 
or abstained last week were 
Begin's oldest friends, It [8 A tac- 
tical crisis, he explained, becouse 
the dispute ian't. over basic 
strategy, which remains the 
same. Yet, at the same time, 
Cohen-Orgad sees δ deeper crisis 
coming between these old friends 
and the ‘‘new realiste'' who, he 
charges, ‘‘are ripe for giving In to 
outside pressures.” 

It 1s his considered view that the 
real and most damaging confron- 
tation will be between the prime 
minister and those who now op- 
pose his position for tactical 
reasons, on the one hand, and the 
“new realista” on the other. 

Would he include Welzman 
among the ‘'new realists?" 

Cohen-Orgad replied with a 
‘smile: ‘'I prefer not to indulge in 
personalities." 

Finally we discussed his 
appearance at the *'Herut 
Lovallsts Circle" of Geula Cohen 
and Shmuel Katz last week. He 
had gone there on his own in- 
itiative, as a’ guest apeakcr. to 
caution them against separatiam. 
He had stressed that in his) ‘ew 
Begin would aooner or later have 
to face up to outaide pressures, 
which would be stronger because 
of the Camp David agreement. It 
was therefore essential, he sald. 
that the broadest possible front be 
conaoclidated to ensure [sract's 
continued presence in Judea and 
Samaria.

When John 
Lioyd Stephens, an American, 
wrote: (hose words In 1835, he waa 
referring tu the Dead Sea. 

Stephens was only one, If almoat 
the carlleal, of the many 1fth- 
century explorers who were at- 
tracted by [18 beauty, its name, 
the fearful fate of the biblical 
cities, Sodom and Gomorrah, or 
by Ita very Inaccesalbility and 
dangers. But he waa foreed to 
leave the arca after having taken 
only a peek at the shoreline: his 
xuards refused point-blank to stay 
for fear of ‘bad Arabs" and nox- 
fous alr. He complained to his 
journal; 

“I wag unsatisfied; 1 had a long- 
ing desire to explore every part of 
that unknown water: to spend 
days upon its surface, to coast 
along its shores; to sound {ts 
mysterious deptha and search for 
the ruins of the guilty elties."’ 

Perhaps Stephens waa lueky, 
for two contemporaries who had 
tho time to spend on sucha project 
were so affected by the clima-¢ 
and the conditions that thoy dled 
before thelr work was complete. 

The first of them, Christopher 
Coatlgan, an Irishman who must 
bo accounted the earliest 
"modern" explorer of the area, 
Preeeded Stephens by nine 
montha; the second, an Engllah 
naval officer, Lieut. Ἐ. H, 
Molyneux, appeared on the scene 
12 years later. Only the third ex- 
plorer of the Dead Sea Valley dur- 
ing the first half of the 18th cen- 
tury, Willlam Lynch, an 
American naval officer, survived 
to report ἔπ detail on his findings. 
His Narrative of the U.S. Expedi- 
fon to the River Jordan and the 
Dead Sea went through seven 
printings and Lynch, then only 24 
years old, was holled as a hero 
and the greatest scientific ox- 
Plorer of the Inland sea. 


COSTIGAN was also only 24 
years old when he set out on his 
mission. Aa befita his Irish 
nationality, his tale ig probably 
the most melodramatic, Costigan 
made several serious mistakes, 
which caused the expedition to 
end in tragedy. He chose the worst 
time of the year for hia expedition

Weizmann returns 


TEL AVIV. Friday, October 1 — 
Dr. Chaim Weizmann, Zionism's 
elder statesman and firat Presi- 
dent of the Provisional Counc}) of 
Government of Israc], waa yester- 
day given a great ovation by the 
Council which he addressed for 
the first time. He returned to the 
country after a long period of ill- 
nesa and convalescence abroad. 
Although security required the 
lime of his arrival to be kept 
secret, the news of hig return was 
acclaimed all day yesterday 
throughout Isracl, to whose es: 
tablishment he contributed more 
than any ather man living, 

Dr, Wetzmann yesterday ad- 
drassed the Proutstonal Counetl of 
Government as follows: 

Many times have 1 returned 
home to this country, but on four 
occusions I came at times laden 
with significance. 

In 1907, I came after the Hague 
Congress after the fight for the 
synthesia between political and 
practical Zionism. 

In 1918, I came after we had 
recelved tho Balfour Declaration, 
which ~ despite overything that 
we have since experlencod — 
maried our first political achieve: 
ment. In 1944, I onmo at the close 
of the Second World War, which 
ended a period which brought into 
relief the indispensability of the 
Land of Jarael for the extstence 
for the people of Israel. In this 


period the Land of Israel became 
a political reality even in the eyes 


of the nations of the world, and]. 
since then we have been able to 


look forward to a decisive 
davelopment in our history. 

Now I have come after this 
decisive development has taken 
place, after the political contest 
before the tribunal of the United 
Nations, which recognized the 
justice of our claims, | have come 


after the struggie on the field of | jf. 


battle, after the creation of our 
State, U have come as a citizen of 
that State. 
achievements to the great wark

JOHN OSBORNE'S television 
play You're not Watching me, 
Mammy In set in the dressing 
room of a famous Weat End ac- 
tress. Dog tired at the end of the 
night, Jemima cannot go home 
because her dressing room starts 
filling up with visitors, all of 
whom the author treats with un- 
failing hilarious bitchiness. 
Roughly speaking, the visitors fall 
Into two catogories: people In and 
around the theatre, a uniformly 
vicious lot; and outsiders who are 
just as uniformly dumb. 

In the first category there Is an 
actress freshly divorced from a 
man to whom Jemima had at one 
time been married. When 
Jemima turns her back, her 
friend bas this to say about her: 

"\.ahe’a cold-hearted, mean 
spirlied, not very bright, witty 
about the diacomfort of others but 
humourless, ruthless, ambitious 
about her talent, which ig not at all 
what she and others crack it up to 
be, spolit, man-hating, un- 
generous to a fault, reads nothing 
but gush about diets, vitamin E, 
skin care, other actors’ bad 
notices,.."” 

Another bitch ia Leslie, 
Jemima’s male maid whose job 
includes ''getting her in and out of 
her tit bag" every night, and serv- 
ing drinka to all the uninvited 
guests, each drink laced with a 
catty remark.

Because of their no-frilla policy, 
they can sell all sorta of merchan- 
disc, including known name- 
brands, at discount prices. These 


stores are generally on one level :

Some random examples from 
this summer: “Gold Cirele” in 
Elyria, ΟἿ, was aciiing tla own 
hauge brand of 110 Cartridge 
colour print film, 20 exposures, for 
ἢ mere 84% cents a roll, instead of 
its usual price of $1.39, which is 
already significantly lower than 
Kodak {lm In regular stores. 

K-Mart (part of the Kresge Cor- 
poralion) in Gary, Indiana, had 
General Electric brand AM-FM- 
TV {to pick up televislon sound) 
radios for $28 instead of the usual 
$38. 

On the negative side, the 
American discount store does not 
provide an elegant atmoaphere in 
which to shop. With its shopping 
carts and absence of decor, it 
resembies a supermarket more 
than a department store. The 
stress {9 on convenience and 
economy. Obviously, the discount 
Store is available to anyone with 
the transport to reach {t. Few of 
them, outside New York City, are 
accessible by public transporta- 
tion, since most Americans own 
cars. 


THE DISCOUNT store in Its 
American format hag not yet 
come to Israel] — though it 
doubtiessly will someday. 
Meanwhile, the closest thing to it 
in this country today is the urban 
“family store’ of the Shekem 
chaln. : 

The major difference, of course, 
is [hat Shokem — at least offictal- 
ly — ig nof open to the general 
public. It is acocsslble only to 
card-holders who are connected 
with the defence establishment, 
These include niembera of the 
Regular Army, the Police, and 
their famiiles, and Individuals do- 
Ing thelr compulsory military acr- 
vice. Disabled veterans, Army 
penaloners, and bereaved families 
also have Shokem rights.

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those with permanent Shekem 
cards, since they are too valuable 
a possession to Joan out frivolous- 
ly — and the quantity of stamps 
issued per year is controlled. 


UNLIKE in America where the 
discount is hidden in the price 
calculation, the Shekem discount 
{is marked boldly and clearly at 
the end of the sales slip — a set 
12.5 per cent. This applies to vir- 
tually all items, with the perma- 
nent exception of meats, baked 
goods, and price-controiled basic 
commodities such as rice and 
sugar. 

There are, however, several 
other forme of diacount. For one 
thing, pricea at Shekem, even 
before the deduction, are lower or 
at least no higher than in com- 
peting chains, and even basic 
Sommoditios are generally an 
agora or two lower, on principle, 

Moreovor, seasonal sales and 
regular “spectals of the month” 
amount to significant oxtra dis- 
counts. Interest-free itistalment 
buying ia also a major perk for 
Shekem card-holders. Ἶ 

Another very major diftorence 
between Shekom and the 
Amortoan discount store is that 
Shekem manages to bo a discount 
store and maintain elegance at 
the same timo, True, there are no 
outside display windows, but this 
is just nbout the only frill which 
haa been eliminated. ae

THE SOPHISTICATED new cash 
registers In the Glvataylm branch 
arc programmed to do something 
very much in keeping with the 
times: they round out the fina] 
sum automatically to the nearest 
10 agorot. 

This could be seen as ἃ devalua- 
tlon of the Israeli currency — 
making not only the single agora, 
but also the five-agorot piece 
meaningless for shoppera. 

In practice, most private 
grocers and supermarket 
checkout clerks no longer expect 
payment to the last agora, nor do 
they normally give change of un- 
der five agorot unless the 
customer demanda it. 

Howover, the formalization of 
the “rounding out" — and to the 
nearest 10, rather than five — isa 
Shekem Innovation, so far as I 
know. It ig not the practice in all 
Shekem stores, only in those with 
the new cash registers. 

The Haifa and Hadera stores 
have hoen rounding out to the 
nearest 10 agorot for several 
months, with no customer com- 
plaints.
